Revolver Had Belonged to 
Lad’s Grandfather and Was 
Left in Desk. 


Willie King, 8 years old, a son’ of 
Seret James King of the Carr Street 
Police Station, shot and kil’ed his 
brotrer Ikrancts;.10 years old, in their 
bedroom at 2609% Howard street at 3 
a. m. Wednesday. They were “playing 
cowboy” and Willie was brandishing an 
old —— which had belonge’ 
to his graffifather, the late Sergt. Wil 
liam King, and which he had taken sur- 
reptitiously from its hiding place in a

There. was only one load in_ the 
Willle snapped the revolver 
Several] times before the cylinder turned 
and prought that single cartridge under 
the bammer. The shot that followed 
struck Francis in the r'ght breast. He 
tived only a-few minutes. 


a The boys had not dressed yet and both 


were in their night clothes. Sergt. and 
Mrs. King were in the hall on. the floor 
below, the boys’ room being on the 
third floor. Willie and Francis were 
making considerable noise, jumping 
about the floor and shouting. 


Boys Laughed During Play. 

The narents did not suspect what was 
going on above them. Several days ago 
when the little fellows first began play- 
ing cowboy the old revolver was ab- 
stracted from the desk where it had been 
kept since the grandfather’s death. 

As they played Willie was a “cow- 
boy’ and Francis an “Indian.” Willie 
was in pursuit of Francis, who fled him 
and his bie pistol But it was 2 in 
fun and was accompanied by shouts +f 
laughter and merriment. 

Francis stopped, faced his pursuer 
and made for a final stand. While 
leveled —* ney ci ver. straight at his 
b ger. re- 
port the doors’ and dows 
filled’ the room with smoke. Francis 
staggered tavough the smoke and fell 
prostrate on the bed. 

Little Brother Tells Parents, 

Sergt: King had his hat in his hand. 
He was leaving. Mrs. King turned to 
her 6-year-old son, James, saying: 

“For goodness sake run up and -s¢e 
what those boys are doing. It sounds 





what?” asked the:

Sergt. King, who paused for a mo- 
ment| when his wife sent James to see 
what the elder boys were doing, dashed 
upstairs. Mrs. King followed. 

Francis was.unconscious. He was car- 
ried downstairs and a doctor was sum- 
moned. But five minutes later’ the 
wounded boy was dead. Willie was 
taken into another room and forbidden 
to leave. The revolver was turned over 
to the police. : 

Mrs. King divides her time between 
her dead son and the cne who is almost 
mad from remorse and grief. When 
she is with the body of Francis she’ 
gives way to-her sorrow, sobbing and 
imploring the little fellow to speak, 
Then she calms herself with a great 
effort and goes to comfort Willie. 

Not Told Brother Is Dead, 

. Willie does not know that Francis is 
dead. He only/knows that suddenly. he 
saw a flash that blinded him, that he 
saw Francis stagger through the smoke 
and fall, and that he-saw blood. And 
many times he asked how his brother 
was and-if he were ourt. He was told 


4 that Francis was ‘‘ail right.” 


“He's ‘such a nervous little fellow,” 
Mrs. King said of Willie, “that we dare 
not let him know. I fear that if he 
learned he had killed nis brother he 
would become insane."

living man could reach the pols 
he was the one. He was the firs’ 
white man to successfully scale 
Mount McKinley, thd highest _ peak 
in North America. And fle had 
taken part in two Arctic and on 
4.ntarctic, expedition before chance 
—for it was largely chance—started 
him upon this last dash. 

Yet he'is comparatively a young 
man. He-.was born .at Calicoon 
Depot, Sullivan County, New York, 
June 10, 1865,-of an old Dutch fam- 
ily originally called Kock, who had 
changed the name to Cook. Hé 
was educated in Brooklyn and was 
graduated in medicine from the 
University of New York, in 1880. 
But he never practiced his profes- 
sion. 

Within a year the tall, splendidly 
built, handsome young physician 
was off on the Peary expedition of 
1891. He comManded the Cook ex- 
pedition on the steamer Mi- 
randa, which failed in 1894, 
Not in the least discouraged, 
he was off again in 1897 on 
the Belgica expeilition to find the 
South Pole. 

-During his absence, his fiancee, 
Miss Anna L. Forbes of Brooklyn, 
died, but for more than a year 
afterward he knew nothing of her 
death. 

In 1902, the year before he made 
his first effort to climb Mount Mc- 
Kinley, a -feat in which he was 
finally to succeed on the second 
attempt three years later, he mar- 
ried Mrs. Mary F. Hunt of Brook- 
lyn. 

Between times of his strenuous 
endeavors, Dr. Cook found oppor- 
tunity to write two books and 
many articles on the topic dearest 

, to him, to act ag president of the 
Explorers’ ‘Club ahd to receive dec- 
orations from several foreign so- 
cieties and governments. 





HISTORY GF THE AMERICAN WHO 
WAS FIRST TO REACH 1HE POLE 


FREDERICK A, COOK. 


DR. 
R. COOK started on his pres- 
D ent expedition in the sum- 
mer of 1907, sailing from 
North Sydney, C. B., on the schoon- 
er John R. Bradley, with Capt. 
Moses. Bradley as sailing master. 
The party was reinforced witn 
sledges, dogs and Arctic equipment 
at Etah, Greenland, whence they 
sailed March 3, 1908. 

Dr. Cook’s plan was to set aside 
all traditions by making the ‘dash 
to the Pole during the winter 
months, when the elemeuts are 
considered least advantageous for 
an advance northward. 

R. COOK’S success is probably 
D due to one single but radical 
departure from all other ex- 
plorers since the quest for the pole 
began, viz.: He choose winter in- 
Stead of summer; smooth ice for 
siedging instead of open water for 
boats. As he ] = 
dégrees-belaw zero.

to have given a grudging assent to the 
arrangement when it was explained ‘to 
her that they were merely *‘soul mates,” 
and that Plato, with a capital P, rather 
than Cupid was their god, put the broth- 
er was far less agreeable. 

Learning that his sister was living ‘in 
the same house with Earle, he hurried 
from Chicago and by his open criticism 
caused‘so much comment in Monroe that 
Barle and Miss Dunn were forced to 
leave.

Brother Arrives Too Late.

Their ship had sailed a few hours 
before he arrived and Mr. Dunn Is not 
in the secret of their destination. 

The name under which-they are trav- 
eling is known only to three persons 
and they are pledged to secrecy,’ the 
purpose of the deception being to avoid 
notoriety abroad. They have ho definite 
plans as to when they will return, but 
if they are given to understand they. 
will be let alone at Monroe they may 
go back there late next autumn. Al- 
though the fact that Earle and Miss 
Dunn went abroad together and had 
lived in the same house in Monroe ts 
known to Julia Kuttner Earle and her 
attorneys, Hughes & Holden of White 
Plains, they are making no attempt to 
interfere with the new arrangement. 

“Tt does not especially interest us,’ 
Mr. Holden said this morning. “We are 
basing our suit entirely upon the asser- 
tion that Earle vas not legally divorced 
from his first wife, and on that ground 
we are seeking to have the second mar- 
riage annulled. If we should fall, which 
seems to me most unlikely, we might 
take up this latest development.” 

Mrs. Kuttner-Barile, while trying to 
free herself legally from RBarle, seeks 
to have her infant son legitimatized, on 
the ground that she was’ an innocent 
party to the marriage. She has the child 
with her at her mother’s cottage, at 
Bethlehem, N. H. 

First Wife in Retirement. 

Mrs. Emilie Marie -Fishbacher Earle, 
wife No. 1, was last heard of in Paris, 
living with her father. Since the day 
two years ago when she so strangely 
gave her consent te be sent home by 
her husband in order that he might have 
the opportunity to work out his destin- 
les with his “affinity” unhampered by

The 
sleds are equipped with lampstoves 
and other contrivances: Two canvas 
boats also form a part of the outfit. 
These were used in crossing leads, 
thereby saving valuable time and cut- 
ting short the journey. , 

Dr. Cook once accompanied Peary on 
a pole-hunting trip. He spent con- 
siderable time, together with Mr. Brad- 
ley, in making preparations for the pres- 
ent expedition and goes with every 
known element of help.

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DANGERS OF THE AIR. 

Life insurance companies, reflecting a prevail- 
ing belief that aerial navigation is fraught with 
great dangers, have interdicted it. They will not 
insure balloonists and aviators, and foolhardy ad- 
venturers who court death in the air will have 
their policies so rearranged that these grave risks 
are their own. 

The llfe insurance companies have not yet in- 
terdicted automobiling, although they doubtless 
class steeplechase speeding as extra hazardous 
and méasure their premiums accordingly. Men 
have not grown accustomed to unstable elevation. 
They are earth creatures. The law of gravita- 
tion is one they have never defied and they view 
with alarm the performances of mountain climb- 
ers and trapezists.
